AN INTERESTING THOUGHT... 

It was perhaps unfortunate in some respects that 
Mr. Watson J. Wood didn’t qualify to seek election to 
Lindsay's Council because, judging from what he said at 
the Nomination: Meeting held here last week, he is a 
man with some differently tenable ideas, 

We were interested in his observations on the sub- 
ject of apathy towards municipal affairs. It was Mr. 
Wood's belief that a sure way to make people other 
than !and owners Interested in local politics and the 
trend of taxation would be to have property taxes 
charged to the tenant by the landlord and made deduct- 
ible from established rentals. This, Mr. Wood felt, 
would very soon make tenants conscious of the part 
municipal taxes were playing in keeping up his cost of 
living, especially if the landlord were to make it known 
that a reduction in taxes would result in a direct saving, 
rent-wise, to the tenants. 

The idea appeals and we would like to hear more 
about it because there is every reason to believe that 
such a set of circumstances would make a marked dif- 
ference in the degree of attention the average household- 
er gave to municipal affairs. Demands would no doubt 
become more of a personal matter if tenants were acutely 
aware that it was they who were going to foot the bill 
for any extravagances. 


IN THE INTERESTS OF KEEPING 
LAW AND ORDER AT THE ARENA 

The decision of the Arena management to: charge 
spectators ten cents admission has been felt necessary, 
the management explains, in order to discourage those 
who are going to the Arena, not for the pleasure of 
watching people skate, be of assistance to youngsters or 
for any good intent, but who go there to make a nuis- 
ance of themselves. Anyone who has ever attended 
public skating at the Arena will have been conscious of 
the problem which exists in controlling a minority of 
teen-agers in the town who feel it is their privilege to he 
destructive and annoying in a public place. If the ad- 
mission charge, small as it is, will have the effect of 
discouraging the attendance of these troublesome indi- 
viduals, it will serve a good purpose. 

The management of the Arena has assured ‘The 
Post” that no parent or guardian wishing to accompany 
a child skating will be subject to the levy, nor will any 
charge be made people calling for their wards after skat- 
ing. On the other hand the management points out 
that those who really enjoy watching people skate are 
not apt to object to the token admission charge. 


SAFE DRIVING DAY.... 

Thursday was safe driving day in Ontario, a day 
set aside to impress upon drivers the need for care 
while in the control of a motor vehicle. This, in itself, 
is a good thing and even though it saves but one life it 
will have been worth the time and enérgy put into ft. 
It in likely, however, that the day will have spared a 
number of lives and possibly many injuries resulting 
from traffic accidents which otherwise might not have 
been the case. 

While we endorse all efforts to contribute to the 
safety of our motoring public, we believe equal emphas- 
is must be placed on related factors. The pedestrian, 
for example, must be educated to be alert, taking all 
possible precautions for his or her own safety. A tall 
order indeed but one which can be filled, at least in part, 
if sufficient effort is put into it. 

Reference was made the other day to the hearing 
that parking lots for beverage room patrons was having 
on traffic accidents. Jt was suggested that there 
shouldn't be accommodation for motor vehicles adjac- 
ent to beverage rooms becatise when drivers left the 
beverage rooms they were in no fit condition to drive. 
This seems to be good logic and certainly not even the 
most confirmed tippler can honestly say he is as cap- 
able behind the wheel with the “‘oné beer” tipplers are 
prone to admit having imbibed, as he is without any al- 
cohol content. Who would deny that access to bev- 
erage rooms should be as difficult as possible for driy- 
ers in the interests of safety? 

There are many factors involved in contributing 
to safety on our streets and highways, all of which 
Toust be weighed by the individual and acted upon as 
conscientiously as possible. There is no Jaw which will 
alibi our own conscience if we know in our hearts we 
have been guilty of negligence and responsible for a 
traffic accident. If we truly act conscientiously then 
every day will be “safe driving day.” Therefore, since 
the hours the average person spends “behind the wheel” 
are relatively few, is it asking too much that they be 
spent with due care? 


MIGHT DEFEAT ITS OWN PURPOSE 

The Letter-Review of Fort Brie, Ontario, disagrees 
with a suggestion by Monsignor M. M. Coady of St. F. 
X. University, Antigonish that “socialization of power” 
would bring “electrification to every section of the Mari- 
time Provinces and bring about their economic regenera- 
tion.” 

Monsignor Coady’s optimism concerning the suppos- 
ed blessings of ‘socialization’ or socialism is surprising 
only because it In so naive. Experience elsewhere In 
Canada shows that where power production is a govern- 
ment enterprise both the quality of the service, and the 
price of the product may be far inferior to that offered 
when production of electric energy ja under private ent- 
erprise. 

Nor is it likely that given subsidized electric power 
every hamlet in the Maritimes would suddenly blossom 
forth with new industries. Industrial growth and ex- 
pans'on depend on many other factors which this retired 
S{. F. V. Professor has chosen to ignore. 

As for ‘economic regeneration’ the chances are 
that it would take the form of more job opportunities 
but rather of a crushing burden of taxation which 
would drive still more people from the Maritimes into

ONE MAN'S MEAT.... 

One man’s meat is another man’s poison. That is 
a proverb with which we are all familiar and the accur- 
It is not often,

story from Winnipeg this week. 

Canadians interested in the grain trade, it was 
stated, are waiting expectantly for Argentina’s harvest 
to get under way next month. South of the equator, of 
course, it is now summer and Argentine wheat is de- 
veloping. 

If the crop is good, it will increase Canada’s prob- 
lem, make it more difficult for this country to market 
her surplus of wheat. But if the crop is poor, then the 
export demand for Canadian-grown wheat will be brisk- 
er. 

Somehow, though, it seems difficult to hope for a 
crop failure in Argentina. A much better solution, but 
a much more difficult one, would be for the nations of 
the world to devise some method whereby so-called 
“surplus” supplies of wheat could reach ‘the hungry in 
Many lands.

WHAT “BAN OVERTIME" MEANS 

Bob Drake, an ex-Communist who has had the 
courage to expose Communist conspiracies during the 
twenty years since he “saw the light”, has now reveal- 
ed’in “The Recorder” of London, Bngland, the truth 
behind the @urrent world-wide campaign which Com- 
Mmunists are conducting against “overtime.” 

Last December the Communist-controlled World 
Federation of Trade Unions held a meeting in Warsaw. 
It Issued a directive to all West Buropean Communist 
centres, calling upon them to rally the workers of those 
countries to wage a more relentless fight against all 
schemes for increasing productivity. This was an ex- 
tension of the Cold War to the workshops of the West 
Then on June 5th of this year a meeting of shop stew- 
ards of the shipbuilding, engineering, and electrical 
trades, was convened in Birmingham. In attendance 
was the Communist shop stewards leader, Dave Mich- 
aelson, who had been given the task of stepping up the 
Communist attack on British industry. 

Then in August at the Conference of the Confedera- 
tion of Shipbuilding and Engineering, Frank Foulkes, 
the Communist President of the Wlectrical Trade Un- 
ion, did everything he could to sabotage overtime. 

Bob Drake says there are two reasons why the 
Communists are now attacking overtime. First, as 
admitted by all the experts of industry, cutting overtime 
will mean a dislocation of production continuity, there- 
by considerably raising costs. Second, a cut in over- 
time means a drop In worker's earnings. Both these 
things the Communists want because they must have a 
disgruntled working class to agitate so that industrial 
strife will be continuous. The “changed atmosphere” 
which the Geneva Conferece was supposed to introduce 
has had no effect at all on Communist conspiracies 
within free countries. —Port Hope Guide,

For Appropriating Property 
Of Tenant, Found In Error 


A Lindsay homeowner appeared 
in Court Monday charged with theft 
by a former tenant of a house he 
Owns The charge was laiq by the 
tenant, a young Lindsay man, when 
he alleged that the landlord had 
Seized a bicycle and other property 
in lieu of settlement of some alleged 
damage the tenant was accused of 
having done prior to moving from 
the premises.

ARE WE INVITING TROUBLE 
BY BUILDING QUR SUPERHIGHWAYS? 

These days when governments are talking about 
their progress in the construction of super highways it 
is interesting to note certain scientific findings coming 
to light in this connection, 

A New York Times writer, Bert Pierce, has un- 
earthed the following information relative to super- 
highways as revealed by United States’ experience with 


them: 

The accident toll attributed to driver drowsiness is high- 
er in the winter than in the summer. One of the main reasons 
for this {s that car windows generally are kept closed on cold days 
and the warmth inside combined with lack of fresh air helps to 
dull the senses of the man behind the wheel and makes him 
more susceptible te fatigue on long trips. "This is particularly 
true on turnpikes and superhighways, where there are few traffic 
lights and other elements that relieve monotony and require a 
driver to stay alert. 

Findings of the American Association of Motor Vehicles Ad- 
ministrators indicate that on the superhighways, where for mile 
after mile there is no variation in the traffic pattern, the driv- 
er often comes under a spell comparable to that exerted by a 
professional hypnotist. 

“The removal of hazards and the ease with which a motorist 
can speed along a modern highway have created the impression 
of monotony,” Charles M. Noble, chief engineer of the New 
Jersey Turnpike says. “It might seem that unless obvious hazards 
exist to excite him, the driver will not be sufficiently stimulated 
to be alert or stay awake if tired.” 

Mr. Noble adds that there is “every reason to suspect” that 
half of the fatal accidents on the New Jersey Turnpike in 1954 
were the result of this dulling monotony.” 


Doesn’t it appear as though our hard-earned 
money is being put to poor use if it is contributing to 
the construction of superhighways, if superhighways 
are contributing to accidents? Is it possible, too, that 
if some grandiose plans for the construction of further 
superhighways were shelved, Ontario’s vehicular license 
fees could remain at the 1955 level? Surely no gov- 
ernment would be so determined to pursue its plans if it 
has knowledge that they are not in the interests of 
the people. 

Writing from personal experience, it is a fact that 
motoring on very straight stretches of improved high- 
way right at our own back door has a mildly hypnotic 
effect. One becomes very relaxed driving at a good 
clip and drowsiness, especially after a day’s work, is not 
unusual. There is something about a hilly, curving 
road (not necessarily excessively so) that keeps one 
alert and stimulates driver-interest. 


A CORDIAL WELCOME 
TO CKLY LINDSAY 


Last week at the Canadian Legion Hall an event 
occurred of historical interest to Lindsay. We refer 


to the opening of Lindsay’s radio station which operates 
under the call letters of CKLY, is found at 910 on radio 
dials, and has a power of 1,000 wats. 

In welcoming the radio station to our midst, we 
welcome the venture in more ways than one. We an- 
ticipate a good influence on the community resulting 
from its service in the field of communications. It 
will, we trust, have the effect of uniting the community 
to a degree greater than has been heretofore possible 
and make available a variety of entertainment in the 
home pleasing to the ear and beneficial to those within 
range of the radio station’s programs. 

The competitive spirit which it brings to the area 
business-wise is, we believe, in the best interests of the 
competitors. Anything which reasonably stimulates 
us to do our best is a desirable element and competition 
should do just that. Apathy, indifference and blind 
intolerance to mention but a few undesirable charac- 
teristics in the development of a community are not 
likely to find fertile soil in a healthy competitive atmos- 
phere. 


WHERE ARE THOSE FABULOUS WAGES 
WE HEAR SO MUCH ABOUT? 

Whenever people start talking about United States 
and living conditions over there, the conversation gen- 
erally gets around to wages before too long. It has 
been contended for many years that United States’ 
working people are in a much higher income bracket 
than Canadians who earn their living by ‘the sweat of 
their brow.” 

An article appearing in “The New York Times” re- 
cently under the caption “Unemployed Find Aid Is In- 
adequate” reveals a few facts concerning the amount of 
remuneration received by a group of Pennsylvania 
working people which may give a new twist to future 
conversations along the line referred to above. Here 
are the pertinent excerpts from the article: 

“WASHINGTON, Nov. 26—A pilot study of a 
group receiving unemployment insurance showed 
that they had spent substantially more for food, 
shelter and other items in the family budget than 
they drew in benefits. 

“Duquesne University made the study of 400 
beneficiaries in Pittsburgh in cooperation with the 
Pennsylvania Bureau of Employment Security. 
The United States Department of Labor's Bureau of 
Employment Security financed the survey. 

“The 400 claimants in the study were receiving 
benefits under the Pennsylvania Unemployment 
Compensation Law. Jt provided a maximum pay- 
‘ment of $30 a week when the study was made. The 
maximum there is now $35. One hundred of the 
claimants were single and 300 were members of 
four-person families. Two hundred and thirty were 
chief wage earners. 

“Almost all claimants reduced expenditures 
after they lost their jobs. The survey showed that 
the weekly benefit checks represented less than 60 
per cent of these reduced expenditures for most 
single claimants and less than 45 per cent for most 
families when the chief wage earner was out of 
work., 

“Analysis of the Duquesne survey showed that 
before job loss, average weekly earnings of claim- 
ants before taxes had amounted to $63 for single 
individuals and $76 for main wage earners in four- 


person family groups. The average weekly earn- 
ings for all claimants was $71.” 
-Have our conceptions of American wage standards’ 
been another case of ‘far away fields’?

Parks Land 
At $35 Foot 


Sewage Works To Be 
80% Responsibility 
Of High School Bd. 


After another discussion which 
Jasted almost an hour in an effort 
to get the correct wording for a 
motion, Lindsay's Couucil this 
week agreed on the terms by which 
they would sell a specified portion 
of land to the Victoria County High 
School Area Board for expansion of 
the Lindsay Collegiate Institute. 

It was agreed, on motion of Ald- 
erman Breese, that the town sell to 
the HSA a portion of land extend- 
ing 45 feet north on the Adelaide 
St. frontage. This 45 feet is to in- 
clude the 12 feet of park property 
already built upon by the High 
School, and to! extend approxim- 
ately 300 feet easterly to the prop- 
erty line on the campus. The 45- 
foot frontage will be sold to the 
Board at $35 per foot. 

On the matter of the $6,600. sew- 
age work which will be required, it 
was agreed that the HSg should 
pay 80 percent of the cost and the 
town to pay the balance, with the 
right to have this sewer available 
for town’s use at any time. | It was 
pointed out in the motion that the 
construction of the new building 
and any other work was all subject 
to the rider that “providing this 
allow for suitable economic con- 
struction.” 

Alderman B. C. Maidens told 
Council that he would have nothing 
to do with the whole thing unless 
a formal agreement was drawn up 
by the town solicitor to cover the 
matter. 

“We'll have another ‘one-mill 
case’ on our hands if we're not 
careful.’ We want to be sure that 
no other part of Kawartha Park is 
used, that the park is not used for 
truck passage during construction, 
and other points.

A stern warning has been issued 

to all motorists by Chief of Police | 
Joh: Hunter in 
driving during the holiday season 
after haying been drinking alcoholic 
beverages. He stated: 
“Don't wait until Christmas Eve 
to need the warnings given by the 
police department, newspapers, and 
radio stations all over the country. 
During the past several years, pro- 
bably due to the stern admonitions 
the police department has made 
pubic through the medium of the 
press, few accidents actually ocecur 
on.

Claim Freezing 


May Bring 
Cheaper Bread 


Scientists report that commercial 
freezing may soon give us cheaper 
and better bread, 

Commercial bakers have been | 
showing increasing interest in the} 
freezing process. And U-S govern- 
ment research workers, co-operating 
with the refrigerating industry, are 
working on practical methods for 
laige-scale bread freezing. 

The widespread use of freezing 
could bring bread prices down for 
several reasons. 


Freezing keeps bread from going 
stale. And there would be less 
waste in the marketing of bread . | . 
fewer loaves returned to the bakers 
from markets. Costs also would be 
reduced because bakeries could do 
more work in the daytime and less 
at night. 


necessary now so bread can be 
rushed from the bakery to food 
markets with the least possible loss 
of time. 

Experiments show that break 
keeps best when it’s frozen as soon | 
as possible after coming out of the | 
oven. Quick defrosting is also the 
best method of keeping the bread in 
top condition. | 

And research shows that if the) 
freezing and thawing are handled | 
properly, the thawed-out bread 
won't go stale any faster than or- | 
inary bread ... either on the groc- | 
er’s shelf or in the home. 


Research experts say when fresh 
bread comes out of the oven, mois- | 
ture is spread evenly through the 
loaf. As time goes by, the moisture 
begins to evaporate through the 
crust, and that's what makes bread 
go stale. 

Quick freezing keeps the moisture 
distributed evenly through the loaf, 
just as it was fresh from the oven. 
And experiments show it will stay 
that way for between four and sev- 
en weeks if the frozen bread is 
stored at zero temperature, —BUP.

Here are Fire Chief Wylie's sug- 
fesuons for making this a safer 
Christmas. 

“The Christmas season is one of 
greatly increased fire hazards. 
Failure to observe normal precau- 
tions or momentary forgetfulness 
have taken disastrous toll at this 
seasOp during past years. The fol- 
lowing suggestions for fire preven- 
tion, if observed, will greatly lessen 
the special hazards existing at this 
time. 


“Candlelight and fireplaces are 
used more extensively at Christmas 
season ang shoulg be wel! guarded 
and carefully watched Open 
flame lighting, as ay candle, if per- 
mitted at all, should be only where 
fixed holders are used. All such 
flames should be kept well away 
from flammable decorstions, Christ- 


cloths or other flammable materials, 
and should be kept under constant 
adult supervision, These precau- 
tions shoulg also be observeq for 
candlelight services where the cand- 
les should be well removed from 
decorations and away from where 
the public will pass. It is most 
preferable to use fixed electrical 
systems with specially designed 
electrical candles.

GOOD THINGS ENDURE 

By an unusual coincidence there are two funds per- 
forming a huganitarian work in North American com- 
munities which have been in existence for exactly the 
same length of time. These funds render a service to 
those in dire need in their respective areas of opera- 
tion and it is a significant tribute to the integrity of those 
directing these funds that they have endured for 44 
consecutive years gaining in respect and support. The 
appeals we refer to are the “Neediest Cases Fund” New 
York City and the Santa Claus Stocking Fund, Lindsay. 

We were particularly impressed with the closing 
remarks in a “New York Times” editorial launching 
the “Neediest Cases” appeal in that city last week and it 
may serve to inspire those who are supporting the Lind- 
say appeal. Here are the comments which attracted 
our attention: ‘ 

“Some things we cannot do. We cannot prolong 
a life beyond its natural] term, But a great deal we can 
do. We can make lives a little more worth while. We 
can make the neediest fee] that they have friends, even 
though they may never know the friends’ names or 
what they look like. 

“We might let our minds play with some chance en- 
counter in years tocome. Perhaps there will be a meet- 
ing on the street, a passing by, of two individuals who do 
not know each other, yet who are linked together be- 
cause one gave and the other received. In such a case 
we might even ask ourselves which was the needier, 
for there is a need to give as well as a need to receive. 
Giving and receiving, if each acts in the proper spirit, 
we come closer to the dream of human brotherhood. 


FARMERS BUILD ROADS 

Ontario had toll roads years ago and we may be 
coming around full circle. Yet with all the talk about 
superhighways there is precious little consideration giv- 
en to the owner of a farm. The farmer is building and 
maintaining tens of thousands of miles of roads and 
bridges at a small fraction of the money being spent on 
the comparatively tiny percentage of provincial high- 
ways. 

Look at Normanby Township in the southwest 
corner of Grey County. With a total annual budget of 
less than $60,000 the five Normanby councillors (all 
farmers) build and maintain 150 miles of roads. This 
includes grading, ditching, building bridges and cul- 
verts, buying graders and trucks, snowplowing, and oy- 
erhead. 

These township roads and bridges are passable en- 
ough to serve buses on the winter school runs. 

But look what happens when the Township asks the 
Province to take over a piece of road. Costs are not 
merely doubled or tripled, they are multiplied ten or 
twenty times. 

Ths year, for example, a road in Normanby Town- 
ship was designated the Mount Forest Bypass Develop- 
ment Road 330. 

Rebuilding was according to specifications provided 
by the Ontario Department of Highways. The road was 
only two and one-tenth miles and did not have a single 
bridge or culvert, but the project cost $30,000. 

This was half as much money to rebuild about two 
miles of road as the township spends on complete sum- 
mer and winter maintenance and building of 150 miles 
of roads and bridges. 

Township councils are building and maintaining 
roads on an economical basis, as the above figures 
should indicate. But 50% of the cost of these township 
roads and 20% of the cost of these bridges is born by the 
property holder. 

In 1956 with the increased taxes on motor vehicles, 
we feel some consideration should be given to the prop- 
erty holder in the township. 

Is there any real reason why the farmer should 
be so heavily taxed for roads?

Here are 22 of the 
most common aids to a disastrous fire.

CHRISTMAS BARGAINS 

Christmas shoppers are finding out that a $5 bill 
doesn't go very far—in Canada, But in Korea or India, 
it would look after a child for a month. And in Greece, 
it would buy enough flour to see one through the win- 
ter.

Unitarian Service Committee of Canada, which has its 
office at 48 Sparks Street in Ottawa. The committee is 
conducting a Christmas appeal for the modest amount 
of $110,000, which will be used to relieve suffering in 
depressed areas of Hurope and Asia. But with that. 


- modest amount, it can do much. 


Through the USC’s foster parent scheme, a Korean 
or Indian child can be “adopted” for $60 a year. This 
amount will provide him or her with food, clothing, 
medical care and basic education. In Europe, a child 
can be “adopted” for as little as $15-a month. One 
dollar will place twenty-five pounds of flour in the hands 
of hungry mothers and children.

Hormones may be used to in- 
crease the number of twin lamb 
births In the future. 

Scientists at the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm, Ottawa, injected 


before breeding at a normal heat 
rerlod. The treatment increased 
the number of multiple birtths, es- 
pecially the number of triplets and 
quadruplets. 

Naturally, the average birth 
weights and weaning weights of the 
lambs were lower and the mortallty 
rate to weaning was higher than 
usual Thig reduceq the number of 
surviving lambs to near normal. 

A second experiment now heing 
trieq indicates that a lower level of 
hormone injectlon will give more 
twin births than normal, but will 
not produce the Jarger number of 
triplets and quadruplets. With twin 
births, the mortality rate 1s not so 
high.

Miss Gibson has in her possession 
an interesting history of her #io- 
ther’s family, the Kerr fainily in 
Canada, This record tells of how 
three Kerr brothers and one sister, 
James, Sam, Mark and Abigail, 
saileg for the shores of Canada from 
thelr native Belfast Ireland about 
1935. The crossing was not made 
aboard a luxurius liner that touch- 
ed shore within four days, but 
peculiay of those days 120 years ago, 
the crossing was made aboard a 
schooner that did not touch land for 
18 weeks or the equivalent of four 
and a half months. 

The passage was very trying.

BY-LAW NO. 407 


A by-law to raise $10,000.00 to aid in the construction of tile drains. 


The Council of the Township of Eldon, pursuant to The Tile 
Drainage Act, enacts as follows: 


1. That the Reeve may from time to time, subject to the proyvis- 
ions of this by-law, borrow on the credit of the corporation of 
the Municipality such sum not exceeding in the whole $10,000.00, as 
may be determined by the Council, and may in manner hereinafter 
provided, issue debentures of the corporation in such sums as the 
Council may deem proper for the amount so borrowed, with cou- 
pons attached as provided in section 4 of the sald Act. 


2. That, subject to section 10 of the Tile Drainage Act, when the 
Council is of opinion that the application of any person to borrow 
money for the purpose of constructing a tile drain should be grant- | 
ed in whole or in part, the Council may, by resolution, direct the | 
reeve to issue debentures as aforesaid and to borrow a sum not 
exceeding the amount applied for, and may lend the same to the 
applicant on the completion of the drainage works, | 


3. A special annual rate shall be imposed, levied and collected 


over and above all other rates upon the land in respect of which 
the money Is borrowed, sufficient for the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest as provided by the Act.

Canadians compiled a black total 
of 56 violent deaths during the long 
Christmas weekend. 

Despite a stepped-up traffic saf- 
ety campaign and nationwide warn- 
ings to motorists to make tea or cof- 
fee that last one for the road, the 
1955 total surpassed last year's death 
toll by four. 

However, it didn’t approach the 
record 1952 total of 92. 

Forty-three persons died in traf- 
fic mishaps . . . seven were fire 
victims and six others died in mis- 
cellaneous accidents. 

Ontario’s total of 25 deaths was 
more than double that of any other 
province .... Quebec was next with 
12... British Columbia 7... Nova 
Scotia four New Brunswick 
three . .. Alberta and Manitoba, 
two each... and Newfoundland 
one. 

Prince Edward Island and Sask- 
atchewan reported no deaths at all. 

In Ontario, all but two of the 25 
fatalities occurred on the roads. The 
two others died jn fires. 

In Quebec, nine were killed in 
motor vehicle accidents, one was a 
fire victim and two others died in 
Miscellaneous mishaps. 

In British Columbia, four were 
traffic fatalities, two were killed in 
fires, while another was recorded as 
miscellaneous.

SOMETHING MAY BE ADDED... 

Television viewers in this part of the world may 
find something has been added to their screens any day 
now and the addition is likely to last for a couple of 
years. The little extra we refer to will probably take 
the form of “snatches” of programs from far away 
lands, telecasts from which wouldn't ordinarily reach 
viewers in Canada or United States. 

A Washington writer has uncovered some informa- 
tion on this matter which may interest television own- 
ers inthis area. It has to do with sun spots, a phenom- 
enon which has plagued wireless operators for years, 
so just in case reception proves a bit unpredictable dur- 
ing the next couple of years and before someone “lets 
go” at the makers of TV sets, some of this writer's find- 
ings may serve to forewarn. 

“The appearance of an increasing number of sun- 
spots means that television sets in the United States 
may soon be picking up faint pictures and voices from 
foreign countries. 

“Handsome caballeros strumming guitars, bull 
fighting Mexicans or British commercials may flash 
some screens in a kind of impromptu version of the tele- 
vision program, “Wide Wide World.” 

“Police radio systems and other mobile networks 
may he disrupted for hours at a time and telegraph and 
teletype messages may arrive scrambled. 

“Federal Communications Commission officials 
said today there was nothing that could be done against 
the sunspots. They noted that sunspots waxed and 
waned through an eleven-year cycle and were now. on 
the rise. The new peak is due the winter of 1957-58. 

“The greatest interference to television reception 
might be expected to be on the low-numbered channels 
such as two and three. These operate in the lower fre- 
quencies, which are most susceptible to sunspot interfer- 
ence. 

‘When atmospheric conditions are right, programs 
from some foreign stations operating on low-numbered 
channels may be picked up here. Among the countries 
are Mexico, Britain, Belgium, Germany, Spain, Switzer- 
Jand and Argentina. 


OPTIMISM IS NOT ENOUGH 

Population predictions are a favorite pastime of 
Canadian politicians. Unfortunately, most of those who 
indulge in this particular brand of crystal-ball gazing 
display an uncommon reluctance to equate their popula- 
tion prognostications with a proper sense of concern 
for immigration policy. 

The acknowledged blessings of a larger domestic 
market, and less dependence upon the vagaries of ex- 
port trade, will not be realized by mere optimistic peer- 
ing into the future. The real key to a bigger, more 
prosperous Canada lies in a positive, aggressive policy to 
recruit New Canadians — a policy which, at the present 
time, appears to be entirely lacking. 

The task of devising such a policy, and of having 
it accepted by his cabinet colleagues, lies with Immi- 
gration Minister Pickersgill. Unfortunately, evidence 
that Mr. Pickersgill is aware of his responsibility to pro- 
mote immigration is conspicuous by its absence.

HUMAN AGENCY AS AUTHORITY 
OVER FREE MARKET 

The motives of the Bank of Canada in raising the 
discount rate and tightening credit, as hedges against 
possible inflation, are undoubtedly the best, but there 
is some conjecture as to the wisdom of ‘employing these 
measures to the extent it has, ‘The chartered banks. are 
reported from Ottawa to believe the central bank has 
gone too far in a too-short time, and that there may be 
repercussions from its actions as sevfous as those tend- 
encies in the economy which it has ‘sought to correct. 

Unfortunately, there is no certain standard against 
which to measure the validity of the Bank of Canada’s 
actions nor the chartered banks’ doubts about them. The 
worth of the one or the other can only be demonstrated 
by the passage of time. If the Bank of Canada has 
followed the correct course, no harm is done and prob- 
ably much good. If not, it will be too late to do much 
about it. 

The danger here is again that of establishing a hu- 
as an authority over the free mar’ ket place, 
an agency which, in this instance, cannot entirely es- 
cape the suspicion of a political connection, Human 
judgment, regrettably, is not infallible. The free mar- 
ket place, whatever its faults, had at least the virtue 
complete indifference to human affairs.

Reports of stepped-up uranium 
mining activity continue to come 
out of the Haliburton-Bancroft 
area. An unconfirmed report rea- 
ching “The Post” says construction 
js already underway at the Bicroft 
site and 200 houses are planned as 
a start on the townsite. 

A report from Peterborough which 
is not attributed to any specific 
source and therefore might be In- | 
terpreted to be speculative in 
nature reads: 

“Another yranium property in the 
Bancroft mining district is planning 
a mill, Dyno Mines in Cardiff town- 
ship, off the Cheddar Trad], has 114 
million tons of uranjum-bearing 
material outlineg according to drill- 
ing indications from 119 holes. 

“A three-compartment shaft has 
beer. put down to 22& feet and a 
level established at the 185 foot 
horizon. Two thousand feet of 
lateral work will be done at this 
level. chiefly to cut a bulk sample 
to determine the ore content. 

“Officials hope that the ore pic- 
ture will be sufficiently advanced 
by the end of March to warrant 


cpplication for a premium price 
contract from the government pur- 
chasing agency. 

“A development shaft at the Fara- 
day township property of Grey- 
hawk Uranium (formerly Goldhawk 
Porcupine Mines) has been started 
end carried down to 36 feet. Aj 
total of 14.500 feet of drilling has | 
been done in 65 holes; most of it!

Mr, Cormack branded as nonsense 
the statements of certain farm lead- 
ers, that the answer lies in cut- 
back production, stating that, to 
cover rising costs, and depressed 
prices, the farmer had to produce 
more to meet the rising costs. 

The conclusion of Mr. Cormack's 
speech was an urgent plea to farm- 
ers to join and back their union, 
so tnat a united front could be put 
forward, equal to that of any other 
industry or group, in order that the 
farm industry receive the consider- 
ntior, it rightly deserves. 

The discussion period, which is 
a feature of all Union meetings, 
covered most farm topics, from hogs 
to pea-growitg, with most of the 
farm people present. expressing 
their opinions ang views.
